American-controlled council of state. 


It was this executive body which 
elected Borno in 1922. His election 
was followed by mass demonstrations 
organized by the Union Patriotique 
d' Haiti (a nationalist organization) 
and by the Haitian Federation of La- 
bor. Ak a result the presidents of 
both organizations \were arrested by 
the American military authorities. 
Kellogg Aids Tyranny 
Borno’s action last week did not 
come unexpectedly. Late in Septem- 
ber a group of Haitian journalists 
wrote. Secretary of State Kellogg re- 
questing that the United States

Leading the first demonstration was 
the Amalgamated Action Committee, 
an unofficial left wing movement that 
advocates open defiance of injunc- 
tions. Organizing the second demon- 
stration was the official body of the 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers’ 
Union itself. When the Internation- 
al Tailoring Co. got what it consider- 
ed the tightest injunction New York 
City has known in a labor case the 
union’s tactics were to continue the 
fight but officially to confine its pick- 
eting to the J, L. Taylor & Co., an 
allied concern and located in the 
same building, and in this course they 
were technically endorsed by a court 
when arrests had been made, 


This morning at seven there were 
eight or ten Amalgamated pickets 
bearing the Taylor strike placards 
and more than that many police- 
men, One picket, however peaceful, 
is always considered to justify as 
many policemen as possible, The 
scene was quiet, but not for long. At 
7:30 the left wing marchers came, 
several hundred strong, bearing fore 
and aft big red lettered placards em- 
blazoned with the name of the Inter- 
national Tailoring Co., which Judge 
Churchill has ordered not be adver- 
tised as a struck firm by the union. 
More police came and rushed the 
new pickets violently when the lat- 
ter insisted on going on down Fourth 


avenue. They began striking 

fists and the butts-of their sticks 
as the workers attempted to 
firm the police swung at full 
length, flailing viciously in six 
arcs at the buttocks, sides and 
of the pickets. One of the le 
Sam Lipsin, collapsed, and was taken 
to St. Marks Hospital. Women's 
screams rose in air as the police 
beat them viciously. Most of the 
strikers gave way, police tearing af-

The treaty was forced on the 
Haitian legislature after Admiral Cap- 
erton seized the capital and the lead- 
ing ports and declared martial law.’ 
Subsequently an American financial 
adviser appointed by President Hard- 
ing brought pressure to bear on Haiti 
to pass laws giving the National City 
Jank findncial control. Haiti owes the 
New York intitution $16,000,000. 
Furthermore, Haiti’s national bank 
and railroad are both in the hands. of 
the National City Bank.

Dear American Pioneers:—I am a 
pioneer of the Moscow division, I 
wish to be put in touch with one of 
your divisions to acquaint you with 
the organization of youthful Pioneers 
of the first workers’ republic, the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
From the first of August 1923 to Jan- 
uary 1924 I was a member of the 
Pioneers in Harbin, Manchuria, thé 
Chinese authorities there did not al- 
low us to meet each other, sing revo- 
lutionary songs or to wear our red 
ties. Many arrests were made and 
many were beaten. Besides the beat- 
ings of the police, we were often 
beaten by the “Scouts.” Notwithstand- 
ing we did not waver knowing that 
a time would come when we would 
have a Soviet government there too. 
When I came to Moscow I at once 
noticed the great movement of the 
Youth. In Moscow alone there 60, 
000 pioneers and this figure increases 
day by day. 

During summer the Pioneers leave 
for the camps where they gain strenght 
and health and come back when sum- 
mer is over hale and strong. Each 
division (a division contains 40-50 
members) has its own club where they 
study, and hold meetings. Almost 
every club has its own shops (carpen- 
ter, mechanical, shoe, and book bind- 
ers.) The Pioneers work in the shops 
so that when they grow up they would 
be able to have a profession. Every 
one from eleven to sixteen years old 
can join the Pioneers.

Civil Liberties Union 
Cites Precedents 


NEW YORK—(FP)— Gov. Friend 
W. Richardson of California was ask- 
ed to pardon Charlotte Anita Whit- 
ney by the American Civil Liberties 
union immediately upon the U. 8. 
supreme court decision that it had no 
jurisdiction in the case. 

“The refusal of the supreme court 
to take jurisdiction is a blow to the 
advocates of free speech who looked 
to this case for a decision that would 
affect the criminal syndicalism and 
sedition laws of 35 states,” the union 
comments. “This case revives the 
medieval doctrine of guilt by associa- 
tion. There were no other convictions 
of members of the Communist Labor 
party except in California, where the 
criminal syndicalism law has been 
used more vigorously and more fre- 
quently than in any other state.” 

Gov. Al Smith of New York and 
Gov. Len Small of Illinois pardoned 
all Communists convicted about the 
same time as Miss Whitney. Gov. 
Richardson is urged “as a matter of 
public policy that it is senseless at 
this late day, five years after the al- 
leged offense, to lock up a woman 
against whom the only charge was her 
membership in what was properly 
supposed at the time to be a legal po- 
litical organization,” gays the Civil Li- 
berties union.

Mitchell s Court Martial - 


The trial of Col. William Mitchell before a: military court in 
Washington has far greater significance than establishing the fact 
whether Mitchell, in his attacks upon the army and navy, did or did 


not violate military discipline. 


It cannot be separated from the frantic development of the 


military power of the United States. At a time when millions upon 


millions of dollars are being spent to build up every branch of the 
army and navy, when experiments are being conducted on land and 
sea, and in the air above and the depths below, when the United 
States army and navy operates in every part of the world, it is 


reasonable to expect bitter conflicts within. the service. This is to g 


be expected all the more at the present time as the 9 se ate of war- 
fare is undergoing marked changes. 

Mitchell, as an individual is just the ody swaggering, bom: 
bastic, ignorant military bully, with an inordinate ambition for 
power and, like his type thruout the world, he loves the spot- 
light of publicity. Like all small calibre military puppets he imagines 
his particular branch of the service is more important than any other. 
His mentality and training fit him for the role he is now playing— 
that of publicity agent for the manufacturers of aircraft who want a 
large slice of the military appropriations fund for their own profit 
With the backing of these “patriots for profit,” Mitchell indulges in 
a series of sensational charges against the conduct of the army. Per- 
sonally he wants a unified air service, independent of the army and 
navy, with his own clique of officers at the head of it. The manufac- 
turers of aircraft also desire this separation. 

In his campaign for a unified air service Mitchell. is supported 
by that braneh of the reptile press than is linked with the air-craft 
patriots, anxious to get a large slice of the military appropriations 
fund. The Hearst publications, in particular, endeavor to lionize 
this puppet. 

On the other hand the publicity attendant upon the charges 
against the military machine have caused Wall Street, thru the 
White House, to act. An investigation independent of the army and 
navy was ordered by Cootidge. Since the armed-forees of the United 
States exist for the specific purposes of defending the interests of 
finance’ capital at home and abroad it was but logical that the head 
of President Coolidge’s committee should have been Dwight L. Mor- 
row, a partner in the House of J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Tho the manufacturers of air craft will strive to get a large 
juicy slice of the military appropriations melon, tho the arms and 
ammunition manufacturers will find military “authorities” to ex- 


press in terms of exalted patriotism their special interests, tho the 


Manufacturers of armor plate will prove that battleships are the 
backbone of national defense, the agents of the House of Morgan can- 
be depended upon to formulate a program that will aim to make 
the military might of the United States formidable enuf to back 
with force of arms the economic power of Wall Street’s billions. 

And the military marionettes who stalk thru the newspaper col- 
umns in spectacular array and the special interests that back the 
various groups will be forced to yield to the desires of the House 
of Morgan, whose interests transcend any and all of them, 


The working class will be expected supinely to submit to the 


dictatorship of the government at Washington, which is itself the 
mere executive committee of the capitalist class. 

The Workers (Communist) Party, as the vanguard and defender 
of the interets of the working class, will wage a relentless campaign 
to unmask and discredit the whole military clique before the workers 
so that, altho the most ambitious plans may be perfected, the one 
essential element of ali military ventures-will be lacking—the human 
cannon fodder.

Eugene V. Debs, who, at times during his thirty years of prom- 
inence in the labor movement, has shown flashes of revolutionary 
fervor is the sole stock-in-trade of the bankrupt socialist party.
